Of the Arabic letters, Pedro de Alcala says there were only four of which the 
sounds did not exist in Castilian. Those four were the lcha, the tha, the that, and the 
ain ; yet the first of them is the modem Spanish J , and the second, the modem 
Spanish Z. Thus the two most characteristic sounds in the present Spanish 
language were unknown to educated Castilians in the early part of the sixteenth 
century ; and two other sounds (as much used by Spaniards formerly as by Italians 
now—i.e. the English sh and the English j), have utterly passed away, or survive only 
in Catalan speech.

The Chevalier I)61ib6r6 of Olivier de la Marche was translated by Charles V, in 
secret, into Spanish prose. He handed bis work over to Acuna, with the request that 
the latter would improve it into Castilian verse and say nothing about the labour of the 
monarch. The poem became a great success, portly because of the woodcuts in the 
first and succeeding editions. It was rare in 1691, and Muretus took care that the 
Plan tin edition should be an ouvrage de luxe, finely printed on stout paper, with 
handsome copperplate illustrations.

Excessively rare. It is the edition of the Bible in Spanish commonly known 
os the “ Jews’ Bible ” or the 14 Ferrara Bible,” and contains just so much of the sacred 
text as is comprised in all Hebrew editions, begins with the title, which is printed 
within a curious woodcut border, and has on its reverse the dedicatory epistle of Jer. de 
Vargas and Duarte Pinel to the Duke of Ferrara.

the early or Jewish issue. In a reissue for Christians, the word was made •* Virgen.” 
In the preface “ A1 Letor,” the writer (who was no doubt Jeronimo Vargas) says: 
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*‘I caused the Bible to be translated into our Spanish, since other nations cannot blame 
their sons in regard to this boon, for Italy, France, Flanders, Germany, and England 
are not without the Bible, and even in Catalonia in our Spain, it was translated and 
printed in the Catalan tongue.” He goes on to say that it had been found impossible, 
in making the translation exact and verbal, to employ a different mode of language 
from that which had been used by the old Spanish Jews. It is this statement, and the 
peculiar antique style of the translation which have led to a suspicion that the Ferrara 
Bible was really printed from early Hispano-Judaic MSS. and that the “ rarios 
letrados ” performed nothing more than revision and correction.

Her son Enrique is bom in the 
monastery to which she retires, becomes a great warrior, and wins the imperial crown 
of Constantinople.—As this book was first printed in 1498, it belongs to the earliest 
Spanish productions of its kind and stands midway between Tirante and Amadis.

To him the Almirante de Castilla and hi9 friends 
had forwarded four hundred questions, humorous, whimsical, serious, religious, or 
frivolous, upon any or every subject that happened to arise, including a number of 
popular old riddles. Escobar rewrote the questions in verse, and then replied to them 
in verse, in 1545, thus constructing a book which at once commanded general favour. 

In 1552 he took up the matter again, and produced a continuation. The result of the 
acrostic mentioned above is “ Fray Luys Descobar hyxo esta Letanya.”

This comedy was considered so licentious that it was at once suppressed by the 
Inquisition, and nearly every copy of this original edition seems to have been 
destroyed. It was reprinted two years later at Salamanca, but that edition under¬ 
went the same fate, and the book was never again reprinted in Spain, until our own days.

With regard to an art so subtle and so useful, it is 
important to know where, when, and by whom it was invented ; in order that we may 
duly venerate the land and the town and the person to whom we owe so much.

Of Vol. II, we have plain proof that he printed two editions, 
both done in 1564, the second intended to correct or snpplement the first; and yet, 
as Ximeno declared a century and a half a^o, no complete printed copy of either is 
known. Of Vol. Ill, the edition which Vicyana himself calls the first, was printed 
off rapidly so as to be presented to the King on his entrance into Valencia on the 
14th April, 1564; while of the second edition, which as he says he was even then 
progressing with, Ximeno seems to have had a knowledge that it was completed 
in 1564, but I know of no copy.

The first Romance of Chivalry printed in Spain. 

Original edition, of extraordinary rarity. Only three other copies 
are known—one in the British Museum; a second (imperfect) in the 
library of the University of Valencia; and a third which had belonged 
to the Royal Library at Lisbon before it came (somehow) into the hands 
of the banker Salamanca, and which is probably once more in its 
original home. 

The author, Johannot de Martorell, a knight, dedicated his work to 
Dom Ferdinand of Portugal (son of the King, Dora Duarte) in 1460. He 
professes to have rendered it from English into Portuguese, for the 
prince’s behoof, and thence into Valencian for the benefit of his com¬ 
patriots. There is a certain amount of truth in the statement of an 
English original since the incidents of the early, chapters are derived 
from Guy of Warwick, and the central figure in that part of the story 
is called Guilhem of Waroych, an Earl who emerges from a monastery 
to conquer heathen invaders of England and then returns to it after 
having revealed himself to his wife. The origin and laws of the Order 
of the Garter are given, differing somewhat in the account of its creation 
from the ordinary story. After Tirant appears on the scene, the romance 
seems to be independent of any original, and incidents of love and war 
are thickly crowded in the course of the narrative ; which deals hence¬ 
forward chiefly with the Empire of Constantinople rescued from the 
Turks by the hero. Tirant is engaged to the Emperor’s daughter, 
but his courtship is protracted, and other ladies tempt him in a great 
many warm passages. He wins, however, the renown of a chaste and 
valiant warrior, and finally dies without his reward. The mourning 
princess comes to her end upon his dead body, and the tale is finished. 
Martorell would perhaps have concluded it differently, but he died 
when only three parts of the work had been written. The fourth part 
was composed at the request of Doha Isabel de Loris by the magnificent 
knight Marti Johan de Galba. Cervantes did not know the story in its 
original Valencian form, but only in its Spanish translation (printed 
in 1511). He makes the Curate save it from the holocaust of 
romances, and declare that “ Por su estilo es este el mejor libro del 


mundo.”

This original edition of Tomich’s Chronicle is unknown to most bibliographers, 
and has survived probably in but a couple of copies. There are 48 chapters in the text 
and the work ends with the death of Ferdinand’s predecessor in 1479. In the edition 
of 1534 the matter of chapter 13 was split into two chapters, without any other modi¬ 
fication and the number of chapters thus made 49. However a fiftieth chapter was 
added giving a short account of the reign of Ferdinand, from 1479 to 1516. Hidalgo 
and Mufioz both saw or knew of a copy; but have left varying particulars (see 
Mendez). 

The title is absent (if there was one); leaf a 1 is missing, but it was apparently a 
blank leaf. The signatures run in eights and extend here to ii 6, which is followed by 
the three manuscript leaves referred to. Hidalgo says that the edition of 1495 
consisted of 3 leaves of table, and 74 leaves of text, but the latter number is assuredly 
a mistake for 73. — The reprint issued by Eosembach in 1519 is said to have been a

This contains almost exactly the same matter as the Portuguese volume published 
by Valentin Fernandez in 1502 at Lisbon ; but that was simply an Eastern book, 
while the editor’s preliminary essay renders this Castilian Marco Polo, one of the 
earliest of Americana. 

The “ Prologo del Interprets ” and the “ Introductory ” both show that Maestre 
Rodrigo (who died in 1509) was in advance of many of his contemporaries. In the 
former he mentions the various translations of Marco Polo and alludes to the work of 
exploration being carried on in the West, South, and East, by Spanish and Portuguese 
seamen. The Introduction is a piece of over seven columns of print and well worthy of 
careful reading. His object is to inveigh against the false notions and deductions 
flowing from the improper use of the word “ Indies ” as applied to the islands dis¬ 
covered by Columbus and others in the Western Ocean, and a good deal of curious 
information is incidentally thrown in. One stray piece of gossip is not without 
humourous interest; it was customary to call negros Juan Blanco , and negresses 
Margarita. As the book was first printed at Seville in 1503, it is an earlier addition to 
the Bibliotheca Americana than Mr. Harrisse has made it. He puts it down, at second 
hand, under 1529, and mentions as possibly having existence two other editions of 
1518 and 1520.

It describes his 
life from the moment of his exile from Castile by Alfonso Vi. to his capture of 
Valencia, and his subsequent rule oyer that city until his death, especially describing 
the marriage of the Cid’s daughters, the treachery of their husbands the Counts of 
Carrion, and the punishment of the latter in single combat. This poem, which is akin to 
the Chanson de Roland in North French literature, and probably not much younger, is 
unquestionably the finest creation of the sort Bouth of the Pyrenees, and superior in 
vitality and originality to nearly every production of its kind during the Middle Ages. 

In the second volume, devoted to the Notes and Variants, there is a careful pre¬ 
sentation, line by line, of the peculiar readings and abbreviations of the sole existing 
manuscript, together with the readings of the various editors, and their suggested 
emendations. This volume is illustrated by photographic reproductions of various 
pages of the manuscript taken under the direction of Mr. Huntington. The third 
volume consists of a careful and, as nearly as possible, literal translation, and is also 
illustrated. 

Only 100 copies are printed, and the work will consequently be attainable only by 
a few of the students who are interested in the earliest written examples of the great 
Castilian language which has exerted so wide an influence over the literature of modem 
Europe.

The great Commentary of Benevenuto da Imola, originally delivered in the shape 
of lectures before the University of Bologna about fifty years after the death of Dante, 
is at length printed in its entirety. Recognized from the first as the most trustworthy 
source of information respecting the historical side of the poem, it has been freely laid 
under contribution by all succeeding commentators. 

In the 18th century Muratori brought it to the knowledge of all students of Italian 
history by the excerpts which he included in the Antiquitates Italicm. Nothing further 
was done for the Commentary until in 1860 Tamburini published what professed to be 
a translation, but, in addition to many and grave errors of translation, his version was 
much castrated. The late George, Lord Vernon determined to issue the original text 
at his expense and entrusted the task of editorship to Vine. Nanhncd. But his 
premature death put a stop to the work, and it was not until a few years ago that the 
Honourable William Warren Vernon generously came forward to secure the realization 
of his father's cherished plan.

The latest circumstance recorded on the last page of the book is the visit of the 
Emperor Frederic III to Rome and his departure. As he quitted Rome before the 
middle of January, 1469 (having arrived late in December. 1468), we may consider 
ourselves justified in assuming that the MS. was given to Ulrich Hahn for printing not 
later than February or March, 1469, and the probability therefore is that the book was 
printed in the same year. The Bishop would have been anxious to avail himself of the 
services of the new art as soon as possible.
